Machine Gunner Who Killed 


Him Commits Suicide 


After Being Cornered

ins of Frankie Dunn, retired mil 
lionaire beer baron of north Jersey. 


Dunn was set upon yesterday in 


the lobby of his office building by 
three men. After two of them felled 
his with blows of their 
fi&ts, the 


third turned a sub-machine gun on 
him. 
Two bullets passed through 


his body. He died in a hospital a 
few hours later. 


The machine gunner, later identi- 


fied as Frank Dugan of New Tork, 
committed suicide when police corn- 
ered him on the top 
floor of an 


apartment house. 
The others es- 


caped after a running gun. fight 
with police. 


Durflf recently announced his re- 


tirement from the beer traffic along 
the Jersey shore of the Hudson riv- 
er, where he ha-l ruled for several 
years.

LINKED TO OTHERS 


In their search for a motive for 


the slaying, police 
today harked 


back to the killing of James (Bugs) 
Donovan, a salesman for Dunn, who 
was shot to death in Ma'nhattan last 
November, and to the fatal shooting 
of Harry Veasy. a Brooklyn Boot- 
legger whose borly was found in an 
automobile in Hoboken/ In. Decem- 
ber. 


After shooting Dunn the machine 


gunner ran out the rear exit of the 
building while his companions es- 
caped through the front entrance. 


In the alley lit, was joined by an- 


other man who carried a pistol. A 
policeman chased them, firing as he 
ran. 


As the fugitives reached a limous- 


ine parked nearby Patrolman John 
O'Tollo joined the fight, and while 
his companion tiled to start the car 
Dunn stood off the police. 
A ma- 


chine gun bullet clipped the tips off 
three fingers on O'Toolc's 13ft hand. 


Unable to start the car, the driver 


abandoned it and escaped. 
Dugan 


backed into an 
apartment house, 


firing his machine gun at the offi- 
cers. 


The sound of the shooting was 


heard at police 
headquarters and 


Chief McFeely led 15 officers to the 
aid of the two policemen. 


As the officers neared the top of 


the three story building they heard 
a shot and then came upon the body 
of the machine gunner with a pistol 
bullet through his head.

But the 
people, forewarned, know wTTat 4o ex- 
pect. The politicians, with their backs 
to the wall fighting for. their political 
lives, will find it 
difficult to lull an 


aroused people back to sleep.

It was in fact 
regarded in Moscow by the commis- 
sars as a lest of red strength through- 
out the world, but particularly in Ger- 
many, England and the United States. 
Millions of dollars had been spent in

countries. The president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor stated that

'that several million- dollars had been 
sent to the United States to be expend- 
ed in propaganda and for the encour- 
agement of violence.

spreading. It has had fertile opportu- 
nities to make a showing during the 
heavy unemployment periods in all 
countries since the war, but it has 
failed. Today the world is getting back 
on its feet economically and there is 
no possibility of communism making 
itself felt. Indeed, it is going to have 
hard'work holding its- own in Russia in 
the years to, come. ' "'" 


Communism thrusts its appeal first 


upon labor. Throughout the 
major 


nations of the world intelligent and 
organized labor rejects it flatty. 
Its 


most implacable-foe in the United 
States is the American Federation of 
Labor. In Germany it is a socialist 
•chancellor who fights the communists 
and shows them no quarter when they 
become militant. The same is true of 
the labor.government in Great Britain, 
while in France the socialists who for 
some years now have largely con- 
trolled the policies of that nation are 
100 per cent at war with communists.

German}', France, Austria, Russia, 
England and the United States all 
have lost in the last 10 years notable 
actors in that tragic drama. 


Von Tirpitz was one of the

JUSTICE HOLMES' BIRTH 


On March 8. 1841. Oliver Wendell Holmes, as- 


sociate justice of the supreme 
court 
of 
the 


United States, was born at Boston. 


At the outbreak of the Civil War, in 1SG1, the 


same year he graduated from Harvard, young 
rlolmea enlisted and served three years in the 
20th Massachusetts Volunteers. He was wounded 
three times—at Ball's Bluff, Antletam and Fred- 
ricksburg. By the end of the war he had risen 
o the rank of lieutenant colonel. 


In 1864 he bearan the study of law at Harvard 


and three years later was admitted to the bar. 
Vfter 
considerable 
experience in the practice, 


writing and teaching of law. Holmes was ap- 
pointed associate justice of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts. ,He occupied this position for 17 
years, becoming chief justice on Aug. 2, 1899. 


On Dec. 4, 1902. he became associate justice 


of the U. S. supreme court. As a judge, his 
opinions always have favored a liberal Interpre- 
tation of the Constitution. He was awarded in 
1924 
the Roosevelt Memorial Association medal 


tor the development of public law.

parts of the country when the leper 
Early was being hounded and per- 
secuted by the very

who 


should have defied the rabble, and 
given the unfortunate man humane 
protection and treatment. 


We know cases of leprosy in many 


cities of the United States. Only a 
portion of the 
leprons 
population 


are isolated in the leper hospital 
at Carvllle, La. It Is not a very un- 
usual thing for a physician to dis- 
cover leprosy in a private, hospital 
or clinic patient. No one gets ex- 
cited about it. Doctors have no fear 
oC leprosy; there 
is 
nothing 
but 


cheap romance in the yarns one still 
hears occasionally, of the self-sacri- 
ficing courage and great charity of 
some doctor, nurse, or other indi- 
vidual, going to live among or min- 
ister to people who have this dis- 
ease. It requires no more bravery 
than one needs to live among and 
minister to ordinary sick folk any- 
where. 


Formerly diphtheria cases gave eV- 


en the doctors some qualms of fear, 
but that was before the doctors 
knew preciaely what caused the dis- 
ease and how It was conveyed. They 
vaguely imagined it was somehow 
associated with filth, faulty plumb- 
ing or lack of plumbing, "sewer gas" 
and bad air. They thought it might 
be carried in or by the air. Espe- 
cially after dark, and when it was 
kinda damp and chilly, you know. 
Such vague, ideas would make any 
one feel fearful. 


Wa doctors no longer 
entertain 


such ideas, but as it is only thirty 
years or eo since ^ve relinquished 
them, it is a bit too soon to expect 
the laity to join us heartily In laugh- 
ing at our childhood notions. 


Every little while a case or two of 


diptheria occurs in i>ome school. I£ 
the outbreak starts a small panic the 
board of education is quite likely to 
order thoro fumigation oC the school- 
jroom where the cases have occur- 
red. That's tantamount to an avowed 
belief that there's 
t.omethintc 
bad 


about the atmosphere of the room 
or place in cjucfotion. Theie can bo 
no other explanation of or justifica- 
tion for such an absurd rite. 


In the best sanitary practice, and 


by that I mean, the measures which 
prove most effective- in preventing 
the spread of disease, not only is 
there no fumigation (except for kil- 
ling rats and vermin) but there is 
today practically no chemical dlsin 
fection and no necessity to employ 
antiseptics or germicides of any de- 
scription, other than soap and -wa- 
ter, sunshine and fresh air. You see, 
the more we know abo.it disease and 
its causes, tho less we fear it and 
the more effective are our measures 
of control or prevention.

on fire insurance 


rates and methods. 


Mr. Mauthe states that the bureau 


has. a managing committee of nine 
members, of whom 
only two 
are 


from "Wisconsin, and added that of 
stock companies represented in the 
bureau only one is Wisconsin own- 
ed. 


'There are 211 
stock insurance 


companies and 78 mutual companies 
in the inspection bureau, but there 
can be no competition between these 
organizations, the rate fixing system 
constituting almost a. complete mon- 
opoly. Mauthe said. 


The rates are fixed by the bureau 


and are sent to the insurance com- 
missioner for approval, 
he stated, 


but while the commissioner 
may 


disapprove them, his 
powers end 


there and he has no right to dicate 
what rate should be adopted as fail- 
to all concerned.

Space does not permit a recital of 


he many great runs by which Ikey 
piled up yardage and touchdowns for 
Wisconsin but the one dash which 
stands out in memory was his great 


Q yards 
run for 
a 
touchdown 


against Minnesota in '94. This touch- 
down, from which Big John Rich- 
ards kicked the goal, making the 
score 6 to 9, gave the Badgers their 
first victory over the gophers. When 
Wisconsin beat them by the eame 
score, two years later, Karel again 
played a brilliant part in the victory. 


Ikey was 5 feet 10 inches in height 


and the papers give his weight, in 
1896—his- last year on the team— 
as 156 pounds. He never weighed 
much over 160 in those days. 


After his first year, Ikey played 


safety on the defense and was • a 
•steel trap at catching punts and a 
flash in running them back. Backs 
were expected to catch punts in 
those days and 
Ikey had all the 


tricks by which a good back was 
enabled to elude the ends. He would 
often wait until the ball was about 
to drop—sometimes faking, with his 
hands up—then he would suddenly 
dash forward, 8 or 10 yards, and pick 
the oval out of the air on the dead 


in. 
Ikey was also a good baseball play- 


er and held a regular position in the 
Badger outfield in 1895, 1896 and 
1897. his unvarying 
good nature 


and likeable personality made Karel 
one of the most outstanding .idols of 
his generation. He held, at differ- 
ent times, about every class honor 
for which he was eligible. 


PRACTICES LAW 


Soon after his graduation from the 


law school, he settled in Milwaukee 
and engafeed in the practice of law. 
With a natural gift for politics, he 
was soon a candidate tor 
office, 


eventually 
winning a position as 


county judge. For more than twenty 
years, Karel has held the position 
of circuit judge, most oJ the time 
sitting on probate matters. He has 
also frequently 
acted as 
juvenile 


judge, his work being highly com- 
mended by all the social agencies. 


It is a tribute - to his 
personal 


populai-ity and his standing with the 
bar that Judge Karel has won as a 
Democrat 
in a county and state 


\\hich are overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican. He was once the Democratic 
candidate for governor of "Wisconsin 
and though defeated, polled the larg- 
est proportionate vote 
given 
an> 


nominee of his party for years. 


Judge Karel has never lost his en 


thusiasm for his alrna mater. 
I-Ie 


never misses a big game and is pro 
minent in the activities of the Mil 
waukee "W" club. For many years 
no football mass meeting at Madison 
was complete without Ikey Karel to 
preside. 


One hears much talk about 
the 


over-emphasis now placed on colleg 
athletics but it is doubtful 
if anj 


Wisconsin football star of the pres 
ent generation will be remembered 
as generally, thirty years hence, as 
Ikey Karel is today. If that is no 
the mark of athletic immorality— 
what is?

Head of Big Baking Concern 


Explains Why Price Is Up 
Although Wheat Dropped

dollar bill will buy more cotfee, but- 
ter, eggs, and tea than did the old 
one dollar bill a few months ago 'at 
the corner store or the delicatessen, 
but these places have- made little or 
no reduction in the price of a loaf 
oE bread, despite the 
big drop in 


wheat. 


The cost or bread has not come 


down wholesale, the "little fellow" 
will tell you, and .investigation at 
the big bakeries proves is correct. 
Bakers cay the chain groceries some- 
times ?<?!! bread at or below cost. 


"The large bread baking organiza- 


tions," explained the- executive head 
of one of the bissest baking con- 
cerns in the country today, "are but 
little affected by fluctuations in the. 
wheat market, since they have to 
buy their flower as they need it and 
at prices which are more dependent 
on conditions in the milling industry 
than on those in the grain market. 


"From the chain baking organiza- 


tions' point of.view," he continued, 
"the price charged by the .miller for 
"conversion of wheat into flour is 
most important. This mining charge 
will depend upon the activity of the 
mill, its volume of business on hand 
and the outlook. 


"Occasionally, the miller encoun- 


ters a slack period and is forced to 
reduce his conversion to bare operat- 


ing cost or even less, which givce 
tho baker his buying opportunity. 
Under such conditions he may be 
able to buy Ills flour for the actual 
cost of the. wheat, for 
the miller 


finds it more profitable to operate 
at no profit or even at a slight loss 
than to shut down pending receipt 
of new orders." 


"Another factor entering into the 


price of flour is the varying premi- 
um which the baker must pay for 
particular kinds of blended flour. 
This may amount to from 8 to 25 
cents a bushel for the finer 
of wheat."

business has grown to the proper- 
tions of a major industry. An esti- 
mate of all expenditures in 1929 by 
tourists, vacationists, campers, etc. 
is about $4,000,000,000. Most of this 
money was spent in the United Stat- 
es. Only 21 per cent of it, or $860,- 
000,000 was spent in foreign coun- 
tries. Hence the tourist trade is es- 
sentially a domestic industry, and 
one of great magnitude and import- 
ance. Its total value is about 45 
per cent of our total national in- 
come. Its stimulating effects spread 
out over scores of other trades and 
industries. Retail business, gas and 
oil, sporting goods, wearing apparel, 
automobiles, garages, hotels, restau- 
rants, amusement places, in. fact all 
business in the localities 
effected 


feel its beneficial influence. 
Rail- 


roads, steamship lines, motor buss 
routes, all transportation systems, 
rely on tourists traffic for a con- 
siderable part of the passenger busi- 
ness. The air transport companies 
are now planning on tourist traffic 
in increasing volume. Air touring 
may become as common in a few 
years as automobile, railroad, and 
steamboat tours are at present. 


DOLLAR SPENT LOCALLY 


The whole living expenses of tour- 


ists are distributed among the local 
business men in the cities, towns 
and resorts which they visit. 
For 


example 25 cents out of each dollar 
goes to the hotel where the tourist 
stays, and 75 per cent goes directly 
to the tradespeople of the commu- 
nity. 
The hotel in turn spends 71 


per_cent of its share locally for sup- 
plies, taxes, salaries, wages, etc. 


At least 93 per cent out of every 


dollar of the tourists money stays 
in the locality where he visits. 


RESORT BUSINESS GOOD 


Tho tourist trade has held up re 


markably well this winter consider- 
ing the stock market decline and the 
recession in general business. Florida 
and California both report a largei 
number of tourists than last year 
Expenditures have, 
perhaps, 
been 


slightly lower per tourist but the in 
creased number brings the total val 
ue of the trade fully equal to a year 
ago and. probably somewhat largcr 
More people of moderate means are 
noticeable among the tourists at the 
famous winter resorts, possibly be 
cause these were less affected by 
stock market losses than the weal 
thy. Also, the slowing up in busi 
ness and finance from the feverish 
pace at which it had been going ii 
1929 makes it possible for many peo 
pie to find time to travel, which was 
denied them, in the activity of the 
preceding winter.

like the movies, continues to grow 
regardless of business depression o: 
prosperity.

FARMER LOSES LITTLE 


IN WHEAT SLUMP 


BY ALLARD SMITH 


Vice President, The Union Trust Company, Cleveland 
TflE outstanding fact of the extensive decline in 


wheat prices since the start of 1930 is that the 


farmer has largely been an innocent bystander, so far 
suffering very little. The real brunt of the fall has 
been borne by speculators, millers and flour buyers. 


.*For once, at least, In the history of the country, 


the farmer has successfully outguessed the speculator. 
He speedily sold the bulk of his crop at high prices 
as soon as it was harvested last year. Of the 1929 
crop of around 800,000,000 bushels of wheat the gov- 
ernment estimated that on January 1, farm reserves 
were 50,000,000 bushels below one year ago, or only 
130,000,000 bushels, including 30,000,000 bushels for 
seed. Over and above this amount It ia estimated that 
45,000,000 bushels were in other hands. 


Since the beginning of the year May wheat in the 


Jast week of February had fallen nearly 80 cents a 
bushel to the lowest level in 16 years at this season. 
Dollar wheat became a reality at some of the great 
market centers. The farmer has a further protection 
which the speculator has not. The Federal Farm 
Board's Stabilization Corp. has been paying $1.18 a 
bushel for No. 2 hard wheat at Chicago and $1.13 for 
the same grade at Kansas City and Omaha. Farmers 
who Join a co-operative may get the higher prices for 
wheat they have to sell. 


What has caused the reversal In wheat prices? The 
real reason is found in large World supplies. With a 
carry-over of almost 600,000,000 bushels from the 1928 


crop, added to the 1920 crop, the aggregate available supplies last year 
rose to over 4,000,000,000 bushels. This compares with average consump- 
tion of 3,500,000,000 bushels. 
In addition, there Is the unknown factor of Russian wheat. The threat 


of possible resumption of large exports from that country overhangs the 
world wheat market, already overburdened with excess supplies. The ex- 
treme low price level indicates the possibility of some recovery.
